UNTIL NOW, SOVIETS AND GDR HAVE CONCENTRATED MOST OF 
THEIR PROTESTS WITH RESPECT TO FRG OFFICES IN BERLIN 
ON NEW OFFICES, ASSERTING THAT POST-QA INTRODUCTION OF 
SUCH OFFICES AS FEDERAL ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY WOULD BE 
CONTRARY TO FOUR-POWER AGREEMENT SINCE IT WOULD VILATE 
STATUS QUO. WE NOTE WITH INTEREST WHAT APPEARS TO BE 
NEW THEME IN GDR NOTE TO UN REPORTED REFTEL, NAMELY 
THAT FRG OFFICES LOCATED IN BERLIN MANY YEARS BEFORE QA 
ARE ALSO "ILLEGAL' 1 AND THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF THOSE 
OFFICES CAN NOT BE ACCEPTED BY GDR AS HAVING PLACE ON 
FRG DELEGATIONS TO INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES. THIS IS 
AN INTERESTING INTERPRETATION OF BERLIN STATUS QUO AS 
SEEN BY GDR, AND WE HOPE IT WILL BE, AS SUGGESTED BY USUN, 
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
